YOUNG QltAl'E VISES.—The great trouble with 
inexperienced cultivators is, tbat they will allow 
a young vine to have Its own way., It is the in- 
exorable law, that a vine cannot yield both fruit 
and wood. If tbo vine Is grown for present 
satisfaction only, then let it fruit if It will, but If 
future crops ore regarded, then remove all the 
fruits that sets'the first year after pluiitiug,. and 
pinch the laterals to get a good wood growth.
